We  endorse  her  MiRRe^tion  most 
heartily  That  supervision  and  that 
organisation  can  be  brought  about 

without  a  single  ^ent  "f  adrlitional 
expenditure.  The  recreational  lile  of 
children  is  a  sine  qua  non  In  private 
schools.  There  are  scores'  upon 
scores  of  these  private  schools 
wiicrc  games  are  organiaed  and 
supervised  in  an  ideal  way  without 
the 'introduction  of  games  mistresses 
or  games  masters,  simply  because 
the  routine  masters  and  miatresaes 
arc  themselves  interested  and  skilled 
in  games  and  recreations,  and  it  is  a 
labor  of  love  to  impart  what  they 
know  to  the  children  under  their, 
charge.  There  is  all  the  greater 
loyalty  secured  in  this  way,  and  it  i.s 
the  'sme  loyalty  that  can  be  instilled 
into  the  children  who  go  to  the  State 
schools.

now  t^'^c  d  deep  interest  in  the  chil- 
ditn'a  g»mefr.«»4  amaaamcnts.

tlley  cannot  take  .i  greater  interest 
it  la  kacattse  their  time  is  occupied  in 
taaehint  tnbiectft  which*  arc  often  of 

little  practical  or  moral  use. 

In  the  matter  of  llie  cost  of  educa- 
tion generally,  about  which  Mr*. 
Schoficl<V  seems  to  think  this  ncm-s- 
paper  ia  too  deeply  concerned,  or  at 
least  concerned  to  the  extent  that 
Ikcre  is  interference  with'  the  plans 
devised  by  herself  and  her  colleagues, 
there  is  this  to  be  said.  So  long 
as  there  is  State  education  its  use- 
fulness and  ita  acope  depend  on  the 
willingness — not  the  ability — of  the 
taxpayers  to  foot  the  bill.  If  there  is 
unwillingness  to  pay  because  educa- 
tional costs  are  continually  mounting, 
it  is  the  duty  of  the  authorities  to  aa* 
certain  how  far  the  unwillingness 
extenda.  If  it  is  found  that  the  ma- 
jority of  the  people  want  educational 
reforms,  then  it  is  clearly  the  duty  of 
the  authorities  to  meet  that  wish. 
That  is  the  crux  of  the  present  Mina- 
tion.  In  a  democracy  the  w«ll  of  the 
majority  should  prevail  Education, 
so  far  as  it  is  State-applied,  is  a  poli- 
tical question,  and  by  that  wc  mean

The  text  of  the 
motion  passed  by  the  f'tail  I'ireann 
read:  "That  the  Dail,  in  order  that 
the  state  of  peace  may  be  established 
beyond  all  reasonable  doubt  as  be- 
tween Saorstat  Eireann  and  the 
Turkiah  Republic,  authorises  the 
Uxecutive  Council  to  acquiesce  in  the 
ratification  of  the  Treaty  of  I.au 
sanne,  provided  that  it  be  clearly 
understood  that  (unless  the  Oireaeh- 
tas  shall  hereafter  undertake  such 
commitments  by  legi.slation)  the 
Saorstat  thereby  incurs  no  commit - 
'ments  other  than  the  definite  estab- 
lishment of  peace."  Thus  the  Free 
State  wania  peace  without  any  ob- 
ligations, >r!  there  can  only  he 
peace  by  mutual  understanding  and 
the  acceptance  of  mntital  responsi 
bilities.  as  a  cursory  ".tudy  of  history 
would  help  both  the  Free  State  and 
thia  Dominion  to  mderatand'.
